We  pinch  out  the  tops  of  all  our  dahlias, 
when  the  fourth  pair  of  leaves  have  developed, 
then  allow  but  four  branches  to  grow,  giving 
us  four  blooms  of  the  size  we  mention  in  our 
descriptions,  though  most  of  the  varieties  are 
capable  of  producing  larger  flowers.  We  do 
not  force  them. 

While  the  descriptions  are  brief,  they  are  as 
accurate  as  we  know  how  to  make  them. 

ADORABLE  (I.D.) 

A  beautiful  dahlia,  the  color  is  peach,  shading 
to  an  orange  yellow.  Blooms  8  inches  in  diameter;
